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Elba W&E board approves water rate increase 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board voted Monday 
night, Oct. 23, to increase all 
water rates by three percent. 
This increase will be effec- 
tive on the bill received/ 
payable in November for 
October usage. 

The board had not in- 
creased rates since June 
2021. 

There had been much 
discussion by the previous 
board and current board 
members that if rates were 
increased each year by the 
inflation rate, then hopefully 
that would prevent the need 
for a notable increase. For 
most water customers this 
increase will be less than 
one dollar per month. 

A customer that uses 
minimum usage was paying 
$18.66. The new three per- 
cent increase will be $0.56, 
making the new charge for 
minimum usage be $19.22. 
A customer who uses 3,000 
gallons of water a month 
was paying $22.47, but will 
now pay $23.14.

In some cases, people may wonder if it is acceptable to distribute’ 
ashes this way. With the exception of a view few religious sects, 
this distribution of ashes is just fine. Some religions have definite! 
views against cremation. Generally speaking, if a religion allows for 
cremation it is also acceptable to store them in a single container, 


The law as well doesn’t have much to say on the topic. Unless there 
is a large family dispute over how the ashes should be stored or 
dispersed that must be settled in court, which is pretty rare, the law 
allows for families to do as they choose. 

The most important thing to consider in these circumstances is the 
wishes of the deceased: Whenever possible, try to follow the wishes of} 
your loved one. And if possible, let your own family know your wishes 
so that they can feel comfortable making the decision when the time

A Brush With “Broadway Joe” 


At one time or another something extraordinary happens to 
all of us. We meet somebody famous, accomplish something no 
one else has ever done, or encounter something we can’t explain. 
Unfortunately, many times we don’t realize how extraordinary it 
is until it is over. This happened to me once, and after it was all 
over, I had no way to prove it ever occurred. 

Jim Meggs and I had the same birthday. We always thought 
that was pretty cool, so we called ourselves “birthday brothers”. 
Jim was a great friend; he “went for Alabama,” and he taught me 
my first curse word in 3rd grade. I think we even had a joint birth- 
day party at Jim’s house one year. It wasn’t that great because 
all the guests just brought two of the same present. The lack of 
variety in gifts can kill a party, especially for seven year olds. 

Every year we would do something special around our birth- 
day. My mom would take us to McDonald’s, or we might go 
riding on his sisters’ horses. One year I got to go home from 
school with Jim on Friday and spend the night. The year we 
turned eight, Jim’s dad checked us out of school and took us to 
Tuscaloosa to watch “the Crimson Tide” practice football. 

To say the least, Jim and I were excited. We were going to see 
our football heroes on the practice field as they prepared them- 
selves to be superhuman on Saturdays. It was all we could do to 
contain ourselves as we drove down the interstate to Tuscaloosa. 

We got there and walked out onto the practice field in amaze- 
ment. They were all there. All the names we heard on the radio 
each week were standing there in person. Coach Paul “Bear” 
Bryant was in his tower watching over the field, almost larger 
than life. It was a great birthday present for a southern boy of 
any age. 

‘As we watched the team practice, I noticed someone at one end 

. of the field working with all the quarterbacks. He wasn’t wear- 
ing the same shirt that all the coaches were wearing, but I could 
tell he was important by the way people were listening to him. 
Just then, I heard Jim’s dad say “that’s Broadway Joe, boys.” 
Suddenly I realized that it was Joe Namath. I couldn’t believe it! 
Joe Namath, the most famous quarterback to ever play the game, 
was right there in front of me. 

I continued to watch him as he walked over and talked to 
Coach Bryant. My daze was broken when Jim asked if I wanted 
to play some catch. I tured and began throwing the football 
with Jim. We threw passes to each other as practice began to 
wind down. As I ran.a post pattern I saw someone leaving the 
field in our direction. Jim over threw me and the ball rolled right 
over to the person I had seen leaving the field. 

We both froze in our tracks as “Broadway Joe” reached 
down and picked up our ball. I managed to somehow move my 
arms, that suddenly felt like cement, and catch the twenty yard 
wrist pass that he flipped back to me with a smile. I turned and 
looked at Jim to make sure he had seen what had happened. He 
was already trying to get a pen and paper from his dad for an 
autograph. 

Quickly I turned back toward Mr. Namath to ask for his 
autograph, but he was gone; he had already disappeared into the 
tunnel that led to the locker room. Spectators weren’t allowed in 
the locker room so, my brush with “Broadway Joe” was over as 
quickly as it started. 

As we walked back to the car, the magnitude of what had 
happened hit me. I had caught a pass from Joe Namath. Not 
everybody could say that. Jim couldn’t say that, in fact Jim didn’t 
even see me catch it. I had absolutely no proof that it had ever 
happened, My friend didn’t see it, | didn’t get an autograph, and 
Joe Namath had probably forgotten about it as soon as he got out 
of sight. I, however, knew it had happened and I would never for- 
get it. I couldn’t wait to get home and tell my dad. I’ve always 
wished I could meet “Broadway Joe” and ask him if he remem- 
bers throwing a pass to a little kid in Tuscaloosa about 45 or 46 
years ago, He probably wouldn’t remember it but, I always will. 

The same sort of thing happened to the disciples on the road to 
Emmaus. They didn’t recognize Jesus as they walked and talked 
with Him but, “then their eyes were opened and they recognized 

him, and He disappeared from their sight” (Luke 24:31). They 

were so excited they couldn’t wait to tell their friends, so they 
turned around and walked all the way back to Jerusalem. 

Sooner or later something extraordinary happens to all of us. I 
caught a pass from Joe Namath, but that pales in comparison to 
meeting Jesus and giving Him my life.

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers chalked up their second straight 
big region win over big winners last week with a four- 
touchdown win on the road over Florala, and overcame 14 
penalties that were walked off along with more than their 
share of mistakes to remain unbeaten. The explosive Elba 
offense, led by Alvin Henderson and Cayden Adkins, rolled 
up almost 470 yards rushing and scored on almost every 
position, while the defense surrendered a lot of yardage 
through ‘the air and a season high four touchdowns, but 
‘ did make some big plays and shut down Florala’s running 

game. When a team is winning big every week it can 
be hard to stay focused. However, Coach Sieving told 
me over the weekend that the coaches had a plan to get 
everyone back in line as the Tigers begin a run toward 
a possible title. I believe the coach has everything under 
control and look for Elba to settle back down and play like 
champions in the weeks to come. 

*** Tt was a so-so week for the teams in the area as New 
Brockton and Brantley both won, while Zion Chapel and 
Kinston dropped region battles. Here’s a quick look back 

‘at the week that was.... New Brockton jumped out to an 
early 22-0 lead and held on late to escape with a solid 
30-26 road win over Ashford. The Gamecocks have laid 
the foundation for a winning future and their ability to hold 
on and survive on the road was definitely a big positive 
in turning things around. Brantley got back some of its 
walking wounded last week and coasted to a 38-7 road win 
over Pleasant Home. The Bulldogs had five touchdown 
passes as they were able to open back up the offense, and 
played hard on defense with what was a renewed winning 
attitude. Kinston saw an early lead vanish in a 46-19 loss 
to McKenzie and again simply didn’t have enough athletes 
to win all four quarters. The Bulldogs play hard and play 
with pride, and even though they don’t always win they 
make their fans proud to wear the orange and blue. Zion 
Chapel went toe-to-toe with undefeated Cottonwood for 
all four quarters in a 35-20 region loss that at times looked 
more like a fight in a phone booth. Both teams were 
physical and tried to impose their wills on each other, and 
in the end Cottonwood came out and turned back the Rebel 
war machine. 

*** It was another exciting week across the state filled 
with upsets and blowouts as 13 teams scored sixty points, or 
more, led by Madison Academy’s 74-0 win over Brindlee 
Mountain.

In other statewide 
news.... Class 1A — The cream rose to the top as all ten 
ranked teams posted wins, led by #1 Leroy 42-16 over 
Fruitdale, #2 Elba 56-28 over Florala and #3 Sweet Water 
48-6 over Marengo. Closer to home, Georgiana got back 
on track with a 56-7 romp past.Red Level. Class 2A — The 
top two teams rolled along as B.B. Comer clobbered Coosa 
Central 59-7 and #2 Highland Home blanked LaFayette 
41-0, while Fyffe reminded everyone it was still a team to 
keep an eye on as it has now scored 47 points or more in 
every game since a season opening loss. Closer to home, 
Reeltown hammered Luverne 40-13, Goshen embarrassed 
Lanett 61-14, Ariton outscored Wicksburg 49-42 and Pike 
Lib was no match as it fell to Marianna 42-14.

Class 64 — Only one ranked team 
lost, with #2 Clay-Chalkville rolling over Oxford 28-14 
and: #3 Hillcrest pounding Paul Bryant 60-13. Class 7A 
— Two of the teams in the top 10 lost, while top-ranked 
Central of Phenix City dropped Auburn 41-20 and #3 
Thompson blanked Tuscaloosa County 39-0. Closer to 
home, Enterprise moved up in the region standings with a 
28-14 win over Opelika. Also in 7A, Huffman lost to Pell 
City 68-0 and now in nine games has been outscored 522-0! 

*** It was also a so-so week for college teams in the 
state as Alabama rallied to battle past Tennessee 34-20 and 
Auburn lost at home to Ole Miss 28-21. The Crimson Tide 
seemed to be on the verge of drying up in the first half as 
it trailed 20-7 at intermission, but the Tide rolled back in 
over the final two quarters and swamped the Vols 27-0 
to complete the improbable comeback. While there is no 
doubt both the Bama players and coaches are improving 
each and every week, the Tide is still very much a work in 
progress and every opponent on the schedule will provide 
a stiff test. Up on the Plains, the honeymoon between the 
Tiger fans and Coach Hugh Freeze may be over as the fans 
literally booed the offense off the field a couple of times 
in its homefield loss. The Tiger defense keeps Auburn in 
games, but the offense just seems to get worse and last 
week some of the play calling drew the ire of the Auburn 
faithful.

Schools in the AHSAA are 
reclassified every two years, with the new classifications 
for the fall sports to be announced December 18. The 
AISA have 33 schools that are playing football this fall, 
but will now drop by four members beginning next season 
and two years later will see Fort Dale make the move. I 
wish the AHSAA and AISA would sit down and discuss 
the possibility of combining and finally having separate 
classes for private schools and public schools.

In Homecoming clash 


Tigers host Pleasant Home 


The Elba Tigers will be looking to clinch a region title 
and give a homecoming crowd plenty to cheer about Friday 
night when they host the Pleasant Home Eagles, on Mack 
Wood Field. 

The Tigers will bring an 8-0 record into the region clash 
and boast a 3-0 series edge over the Eagles, including a 48-6 
win last season, while Pleasant Home will bring a 1-7 record 
into the game.
